1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not anticipate the claimed single-shot rifle having a lever actuate, falling block 
action comprising a receiver having a radiused breechblock mortise formed in a rearward face to 
extend from a top surface to a bottom surface, a cartridge chamber terminating inwardly in a ring 
shaped opening, a single piece stock having an opening for receiving the receiver and a barrel, 
and a lever-actuated, falling block action, the action including a radiused breechblock movable 
within the radiused breechblock mortise formed within the receiver.
